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PREFACE 


This publication presents a perspective on passenger air transportation and tourism. 


The price of air transportation received considerable attention, particularly in the early 1970's, when 
views were frequently expressed to the effect that costs to the consumer for air travel within Canada were higher 
than those for air travel from Canada to some other countries. In view of the importance of this subject, the 
Canadian Government Office of Tourism (CGOT) undertook ‘‘in-house” studies in 1973 and 1974 to determine 
the validity of these assertions. 


These studies illustrated that, with the odd exception, when common factors were applied as a basis 
for comparison, the consumer costs for passenger travel on scheduled air services on transcontinental routes 
within Canada had a favourable relationship to the costs for scheduled air travel from Canada to other countries. 
This favourable consumer cost relationship could have applied to air charter travel had Air Carrier Regulations 
permitted the operation of Advance Booking Charters (ABCs) within Canada as they did from Canada to other 
countries. 


As a result, a report titled ‘Passenger Air Transportation and Tourism in Canada 1975” was published. 
As this subject is of continuing importance, a study was made in the interests of updating the 1975 report. This 
publication is the result. 


The importance of tourism to the growth and development of the Canadian economy is considerable. 
For example, in 1975 travel income from visitor spending totalled $1.8 billion. /n 1976 this rose to $1.9 billion. 
This ranks tourism among the top five items in the Canadian export account. Total direct expenditure in Canada 
in 1975, including the amount spent by visitors, amounted to $8.5 billion. /n 1976 this was $9.2 billion. \n 
1975, $6.7 billion was expended by Canadians travelling in their own country. /n 1976 this rose to $7.3 billion. 


The transportation sector in Canada benefitted from this $9.2 billion in 1976 and accounted for 
approximately 23% of the total direct travel expenditure in 1976. This was divided amongst such Canadian 
transport services as air, water, motor coach, rail, highway systems and car rental agencies. Because travel by 
air is a highly visible mode of transport and a very important generator of tourism into and within Canada, this 
report concentrates on passenger air transportation. 
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CHAPTER | 
INTRODUCTION 


The prime objective of this publication is 
to present indepth information on the costs of 
passenger air transportation to the consumer in 
Canada as it relates to tourism during the year 
1976. Again, though consumer costs for travel 
wholly within Canada are accentuated, com- 
parisons are made between consumer costs of air 
transportation within Canada and those for travel 
between Canada and other countries and within 
the United States. 


Much of the 1975 Passenger Air Transporta- 
tion and Tourism in Canada report is valid for 
1976. 


As a ready reference, the salient features of 
this 1976 report that were applicable solely 
in 1976 and not in 1975 have in the interest 
of the reader, been accentuated with italic 
type. 


Information valid in both 1975 and 1976 
is in regular type. 


This publication is organized in the following 
sequence: 


— À brief overview of air carriers whose 
services/operations are relevant to tourism 
in Canada. 


— Information concerning fares and rules in 
air carrier tariffs. 


— An outline of significant aspects of Govern- 
ment of Canada and United States Regula- 
tions pertaining to air carrier charter 
operations. 


— Quantifiable relationships of consumer air 
travel costs. 


All information and data included in this 
report, unless stated otherwise, were in effect in 
1976. 


These data and the text related thereto are 


characterized by transportation terms and concepts. 


Those terms not defined later in the report are: 


CONSUMER COSTS 


Fares and per seat costs are based on round 
trip travel and, where applicable, include 
Canadian and U.S.A. federal air transporta- 
tion taxes. 


CANADIAN AIR TRANSPORTATION TAX 


An 8% tax with a maximum of $8.00 is 
assessed for each one-way or round-trip 
ticket purchased in Canada, for travel within 
Canada or from Canada to points in other 
countries. 


UNITED STATES TRANSPORTATION TAX 


A tax of 8% with no maximum is applied to 
transportation between points in United 
States and from a point in the United States 
to a point(s) in Canada that is within 225 
miles from the Canada-United States border. 


On travel from a point in Canada to United 
States and return to Canada, a $3.00 de- 
parture tax is assessed on the United States- 
Canada portion. 


GREAT CIRCLE MILEAGE 


The shortest distance, in statute miles, be- 
tween any two locations, measured in con- 
formity with the curvature of the earth. It 
should be noted that only Round Trip (RT) 
Great Circle Mileage has been utilized in 
this report to provide a common basis for 
consumer costs. 


COST PER PASSENGER MILE (c/pm) 


The passenger’s cost to be transported one 
mile. 


CITY — PAIR 


For purposes of this report this involves 
sample points between which there is con- 
sidered to be existing and/or potential tour- 
ism travel, e.g., Edmonton-Montréal. 


ROUTE GROUP 


Arbitrarily selected geographical areas be- 
tween or within which there is considered to 
be a significant volume of air travel. 


These are: Within Canada 
Canada-U.S.A. 
Within U.S.A. 
Canada-Mexico/Caribbean 
Canada-Europe 
Within Europe 


INTERNATIONAL 


Air travel from Canada to countries other 
than the United States, and between other 
countries. 


TRANSBORDER 


Air travel between Canada and the United 
States. 


DOMESTIC 


Air travel wholly within Canada. 


TRANSCONTINENTAL ROUTES 


For purposes of this report, Transcontinental 
routes are the licensed routes operated by CP 
Air and Air Canada across Canada. CP Air's 
northern British Columbia, Alberta and 
Yukon routes are not considered to be Trans- 
continental routes. 


CHAPTER Il 
COMMERCIAL AIR CARRIERS IN CANADA 


During 1976 as in 1975, there were approx- 
imately 1100 air carriers licensed by the Air 
Transport Committee (ATC) of the Canadian 
Transport Commission (CTC) to provide one or 
more types of commercial air service into, within, 
or out of Canada. 


There were about 400 carriers with a real or 
potential direct relevance to tourism in Canada. 
These carriers were licensed to provide at least one 
of the following two basic types of commercial 
air service which involve tourism: 


Unit Toll Commercial Air Service is a service 
operated in accordance with a licence to 
provide public transportation of persons or 
goods by aircraft between specified points 
at a toll per unit of traffic (i.e., at a pub- 
lished fare). 


Charter Commercial Air Service is a service 
operated in accordance with a licence to offer 
public transportation, on reasonable demand, 
of persons or goods from a specified base 
point in Canada at a toll per mile or per hour 
for the charter of the entire aircraft, or at 
such other tolls as may be allowed by the 
Air Transport Committee. 


CANADIAN AIR CARRIERS 


There are four major categories of air carriers 
licensed to provide unit toll and/or charter com- 
mercial air services: 


Transcontinental 


Air Canada and CP Air are the two Transcon- 
tinental air carriers in Canada. They provide 


unit toll and charter passenger and freight air 
services within Canada and between Canada 
and other countries. The points in North 
America served on a unit toll basis by these 
carriers are shown in Maps 1 and 2 on pages 
4 and 5. 


Regional 


Eastern Provincial Airways, Quebecair, Nord- 
air, Transair and Pacific Western Airlines 
are the five Regional air carriers designated 
by the Minister of Transport to provide 
regional air services. These carriers provide 
unit toll and charter passenger and freight 
air services within Canada and charter services 
between Canada and other countries. Pacific 
Western Airlines and Nordair each provide a 
unit toll service between a point in Canada 
and a point in United States. The North 
American points served on a unit toll basis 
by or for these carriers are identified for each 
carrier in Maps 3 and 4 on page 6 and 7. 


Local Service 


This category consists of approximately 75 
carriers which are licensed to provide domes- 
tic unit toll air services. The majority also 
hold licences to operate charter commercial 
air services. 


Charter Service 


The operations of upwards of 300 Canadian 
air carriers, authorized to operate domestic, 
transborder or international charter services, 
may be directly relevant to tourism. 


UNIT TOLL COMMERCIAL AIR SERVICE BE- 
TWEEN CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES 


As a result of the Bilateral Air Agreement of 
May 8, 1974 between Canada and the United 
States, the number of routes between these coun- 
tries has increased considerably. The majority of 
these routes may be operated by Canadian Trans- 
continental or Regional carriers and by U.S.A. 
Trunk or Regional carriers. 


Maps 5 and 6 on pages 8 and 10 illustrate 
the unit toll routes which may now be operated 
between Canada and the United States by desig- 
nated Canadian and U.S.A. carriers. 


Pursuant to the above agreement, on April 
25, 1976, additional transborder routes became 
available to Canadian and United States designated 
carriers. These new routes are incorporated on 


Map 5, numbered 21 through 24 and on Map 6, 
numbered 15 and 35 through 39. On Map 5, it will 
be noted that a route between Regina, Saskat- 
chewan and Minot, North Dakota is included. This 
route was not involved in the aforementioned 
Bilateral Agreement but came into effect by an 
exchange of Diplomatic Notes between Canada 
and United States. 
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CHAPTER III 
UNIT TOLL COMMERCIAL AIR SERVICE 


~ A unit toll commercial air service is a service 
offered between specified points at a published 
fare. 


The fare is governed by rules published in 
carriers’ tariffs, which outline and define the ap- 
plication of such fare. Tariffs of carriers operating 
into, within and out of Canada are required by law 
to be filed with the Air Transport Committee. 


There are many different tariffs, fares and 
rules in the various Route Groups. Many are com- 
plex, variable and subject to frequent change. 


WITHIN CANADA 


In this section the following types of fares 
and applicable rules are summarized: “Economy, 
“First Classcm Excursion mm. Youth Se. oenior 
Citizen”, “Group”, ‘Family Fare Plan”, “Dis- 
count 20 Air Travel North America Fare’’ and 
“Inclusive Tour Basing”. 


ECONOMY (also known as STANDARD or COACH) 


The fare upon which, with the odd exception, 
other fares are based and which is valid for travel 
every day on a year-round basis without restriction. 


There are two lower priced types of Economy 
fares which have some restrictions: 
Off-Peak Economy 


Valid on a year-round basis on flights operat- 
ing between specified points and departing 
Saturday and Sunday. 


Price: 66% of the applicable Economy 
fare. Available for travel on specified routes 
of Quebecair. 


Night Economy 


Valid on a year-round basis on flights from 
Toronto to Montréal departing between 2100 
hours and 2359 hours daily. 


Price: 80% of the Economy fare. 
Available for travel on CP Air. 


FIRST CLASS 
Valid on a year-round basis. 


Price: 750% of the Economy fare. 
Available for travel on CP Air (Transcon- 
tinental routes) and Air Canada. 
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EXCURSION 


A round trip fare usually offered by a carrier 
to create a price incentive for travel on certain 
routes and/or at certain periods of the day, week 
or year. The types available are: 


‘10-30 Day” 


Valid, except during the period June 1 
through August 31, 1976, between points 
more than 700 miles apart, with the require- 
ment that return travel from the point of des- 
tination commence not earlier than 10 nor 
later than 30 days in addition to the date of 
departure. 


Price: 65% of the round trip Economy fare. 
Available for travel on CP Air (Transcon- 
tinental routes) and Air Canada. The /ast 
date for commencement of travel was 
January 31, 1977. 


“10-30 Day” Charter Class 


Valid between points in Canada more than 
700 miles apart with the requirement that 
return travel from point of destination com- 
mence not earlier than 10 nor later than 30 
days in addition to date of departure. Carriers 
shall limit the number of passengers carried 
on any one flight at this fare, and the excur- 
sion fare will not necessarily be available on 
all flights. Reservations for all portions of the 
trip must be confirmed prior to issuance of 
a ticket and at least two calendar months 
prior to passenger’s departure from point of 
origin. Tickets must be purchased no later 
than 7 days after date reservations are con- 
firmed. Tickets must indicate confirmed 
reserved space for the entire trip. After 
issuance of ticket, changes to reservations 
requested by the passenger either inbound 
or outbound are not permitted. If the passen- 
ger cancels his reservation after the ticket 
has been purchased a $20 cancellation fee is 
assessed. This fare became effective December 
1, 1976 for reservations and ticketing pur- 
poses and effective on February 1, 1977 for 
travel. 


Price: One way Economy fare plus $31. 
Available on CP Air (Transcontinental 
routes), known as Charter Class fares and 
on Air Canada, known as Charter Class 
Canada fares. 


Weekend 


Valid for round trip travel on a year-round 
basis, on flights operating Saturdays and 
Sundays between specified points. On certain 


Regional carriers, travel is also valid on 
Fridays and Mondays, between some specified 
points. 


Price: Varies from 60% to 75% of the 
round trip Economy fare. 
Available on Eastern Provincial Airways, 
Nordair, Transair, CP Air (Transcontinental 
routes), Air Canada between points not 
more than 700 miles apart. 


Same Day Round Trip Excursion 


Valid for round trip travel on a year-round 
basis on flights operating between specified 
points. All travel must take place on the same 
day. 


Price: 75% of the round trip Economy fare. 
Available on Nordair. 


“7-30 Day” 


Valid, except during specified periods, be- 
tween specific points. The return travel from 
point of destination must commence not 
earlier than seven nor later than 30 days in 
addition to the date of departure. 


Price: 65% of the round trip Economy fare. 
Available for travel on Transair. 


YOUTH 


Available to persons who have reached their 
12th but not their 22nd birthday as of the date 
that travel begins. There are two different rules of 
carriage for ‘“Youth” fare travel, namely “Standby” 
and ‘‘Reserved” status. 


Standby 


Valid on a year-round basis with the excep- 
tion of specified periods. Passengers are ac- 
cepted for a flight, subject to space being 
available. 


Price: Varies between 50% and 65% of the 
Economy one-way fare. 

Available for travel on Quebecair, Nordair, 
Transair, CP Air (Transcontinental routes) 
and Air Canada. 


Reserved 


Valid on a year-round basis with the excep- 


tion of specified periods. Normal reservation 
privileges apply. 
Price: Varies from 55% to 80% of the 
Economy fare. 
Available on Pacific Western Airlines, 
Eastern Provincial Airways and Nordair. 


SENIOR CITIZEN 


Available to persons 65 years of age or over as 
of the date that travel originates. There are two 
different rules of carriage, namely ‘‘Standby” and 
“Reserved” status. 


Standby 


Valid on a year-round basis with the excep- 
tion of specified periods. Passengers are ac- 
cepted for a flight, subject to space being 
available. 


Price: Ranges from 50% to 60% of the 
Economy fare. 

Available for travel on CP Air (northern 
British Columbia, Alberta and Yukon 
routes). 


Reserved 


Valid on a year-round basis with the excep- 
tion of specified periods. Normal reservation 
privileges apply. 


Price: Between 75% and 90% of the Econ- 
omy fare. 

Available for travel on CP Air (Transcon- 
tinental routes), Air Canada, Transair, 
Quebecair, Pacific Western Airlines and 
Eastern Provincial Airways. 


GROUP 


A fare available for a group of passengers 
who travel together to the same destination, usual- 
ly for a purpose common to all group members. 
Valid on a year-round basis except during specified 
periods. 


If all members of the group hold round trip 
tickets they must travel together either outbound 
or inbound, but each member of the group may 
travel individually in the alternate direction. 


Price: Varies from 65% to 90% of the Econ- 
omy fare in inverse ratio to the minimum 
group size. 

Available for travel on specified routes on 
Eastern Provincial Airways, Nordair, Transair, 
CP Air (Transcontinental routes), Air Canada, 
Quebecair, and Pacific Western Airlines. 


FAMILY FARE PLAN 


Offers reduced fare levels to members of a 
family who travel together. Valid on a year-round 
basis except during specified periods. 


Price: The travelling head of the family 
(husband or wife) pays the full Economy or 


First Class fare. Accompanying members of 
the family: the wife, if the husband is head of 
the family, and other members between the 

ages of 12 and 21 years pay between 50% and 
66 2/3% of the applicable fare. 


The foregoing are the fundamental com- 
ponents of the Family Fare Plan. However the 
Rules of Carriage are different on each of Trans- 
continental and Regional Carriers. 


DISCOUNT 20 AIR TRAVEL NORTH AMERICA FARE 


Available to a traveller whose place of resi- 
dence is in a country outside of the Western Hemis- 
phere and who arrives in North America on a unit 
toll flight of a scheduled air carrier. 


To obtain the ‘Discount 20” fare, the ticket 
must be purchased prior to or within 30 days after 
arrival in North America. The portion of travel for 
which “Discount 20” is valid must be part of a 
trip which terminates outside of the Western 
Hemisphere. Conditions for travel require that 
there be a minimum of three stopovers and that 
return travel from the point of destination com- 
mence not earlier than 13 nor later than 45 days in 
addition to the date of departure on the ‘’Discount 
20” fare. 


Price: 80% of the Economy fare, subject to a 
minimum charge of $80.00. 

Available for travel on Air Canada and CP Air 
within Canada and between Canada and the 
United States. | 


INCLUSIVE TOUR BASING 


This fare is the air transportation portion of 
an advertised inclusive tour, which also includes 
sleeping accommodation and one or more other 
facilities or attractions (e.g., car rental, sightseeing, 
entertainment). The tour package is subject to a 
minimum tour price, and return travel from point 
of destination must commence not earlier than a 
minimum, nor later than a maximum number of 
days. 


Individual Inclusive Tour (IIT) 


Valid for individual travel between specified 
points at certain times of the year. 


Price: 70% of the Economy fare. 

Available for travel on CP Air (transcon- 
tinental routes), Air Canada and Pacific 
Western Airlines. 
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OTHER ROUTE GROUPS 


There are “‘tourism-oriented” fare types that 
are available for travel in other Route Groups but 
not Within Canada, likely due to the fact that no 
Canadian carrier has filed an appropriate tariff 
with the ATC. 


Some of these are: 


EXCURSION 


Round Trip 60-Day Excursion 


Valid on a year-round basis, with exception of 
specified periods, on flights scheduled to 
depart between Miami/Tampa and Montréal/ 
Toronto, and between Freeport, Bahamas 
and Montréal/Toronto during the period 
10:00 p.m. to 5:00 a.m. with the require- 
ment that return travel from point of destina- 
tion commence not earlier than eight nor later 
than sixty days in addition to the date of 
departure. Tickets must be purchased no later 
than seven days after date reservations are 
confirmed. 


Price: Varies between 55% and 70% of 
the round trip Economy fare. 

Available for travel on Air Canada, known 
as the “Nighthawk” fare. 


Advance Purchase (APEX) 


Valid on a year-round basis with the require- 
ment that return travel from the point of 
destination commence not earlier than 22 
days nor later than 45 days, in addition to 
the date of departure. Reservations and full 
payment for travel must be completed at 
least two months prior to the date of com- 
mencement of travel. The ““Rules of Carriage” 
enable the carrier to limit the number of 
passengers on any one flight at this fare. 


Price: 50% of the round trip Economy 
fare. 
Available for travel Canada-Europe. 


Charter Class 


Return travel from the destination must com- 
mence not earlier than 22 days nor later than 
45 days, in addition to the date of departure. 
A non-refundable deposit of $50 shall be 
made at the time the reservation is confirmed, 
and full payment must be made not later than 
45 days prior to commencement of travel. 


Price: Established at a level competitive 
with charter per seat rates. 


Available on Air Canada, and CP Air from 
specified points in Canada on one flight 
service to Glasgow, London, Amsterdam 
and Lisbon. 


Advance Purchase Group 


Valid during the period May 1 to December 
15 inclusive, on flights departing on weekdays 
with the requirement that the length of stay 
at the point of destination be a minimum of 
15 days and a maximum of 30 days. Valid for 
transportation of 40 or more _ passengers 
travelling as a group. 


Price: 65% of the round trip Economy fare. 
Available for travel Canada-Caribbean. 


GROUP 
Affinity 


Valid for a group of 40 or more passengers 
who are members of an organization whose 
principal purposes, aims and objectives are 
other than travel. 


Price: 65% of the Economy fare. 
Available for year-round travel Canada- 
Europe. 


Incentive 


Valid for a group of 40 or more passengers 
with the requirement that the length of stay 
at the point of destination be a minimum of 
five days and a maximum of 14 days. Valid 
for employees, dealers or agents of the same 
business firm, corporation or enterprise 
travelling under a plan which is a reward for 
past work or an incentive for future work. 
The full cost of the plan, including trans- 
portation, accommodation, entertainment, 
etc., must be paid for entirely by the firm. 


Price: 55% of the Economy fare. 
Available for travel Canada-Europe. 


INCLUSIVE TOUR BASING 


Contract Bulk Inclusive Tour (CBIT) 


Valid on a year-round basis with the require- 
ment that return travel commence not earlier 
than 7 days after date of commencement of 
travel from point of origin. Available only 
to Tour Operators who must contract for 
the purchase of a minimum of 20 seats on a 
flight. Additional seats may be purchased in 
increments of 10. 


Price: Established at a level competitive 
with Inclusive Tour Charter per seat prices. 
Varies upward from 35% of the round trip 
Economy fare. 
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Available for travel on Air Canada from 
Toronto/Montréal to Kingston/Montego 
Bay, Jamaica; St. John's, Antigua; Bridge- 
town, Barbados; Port of Spain, Trinidad; 
Freeport/Nassau, Bahamas; Hamilton, 
Bermuda; Pointe-a-Pitre, Guadeloupe; Fort 
de France, Martinique; Havana, Cuba. From 
Halifax to Hamilton, Bermuda, from Ottawa 
to Havana, Cuba. 


CHAPTER IV 
CHARTER COMMERCIAL AIR SERVICE 


A charter commercial air service is a service 
offered in accordance with a carrier’s licence, 
providing public transportation on _ reasonable 
demand, of persons or goods from a base author- 
ized in the licence at a rate or toll per mile or per 
hour, for the charter of an entire aircraft, or at 
such other tolls as may be allowed by the Air 
Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport 
Commission. 


TYPES OF CHARTERS 


There are four types of charters which are 
considered to be “‘tourism-oriented’’. The descrip- 
tion of these four charter types is based on the 
Air Carrier Regulations of the Canadian Aero- 
nautics Act. 


Entity Charter 


The regulations for Entity charters between 
points in Canada and from Canada to points 
‘in foreign countries, require that the cost of 
transportation of passengers or goods is paid 
by one person, company or organization with- 
out any contribution, direct or indirect, from 
any other person. No charge or other financial 
obligation may be imposed on any passenger 
as a condition of carriage or otherwise in any 
connection with the trip. 


Pro Rata Common Purpose Group Charter 


All of the passengers to be transported are 
members of an organization and travel as a 
group, sharing in the total round trip costs of 
transportation on a pro rata basis, and are: 


(a) persons who have been organized to 
travel together to attend a single event 
of a distinctive and special character, 
and whose sole purpose is to get to and 
from that event, or 


(b) students and educational staff accom- 
panying the students as leaders or 


chaperones where such students and 
educational staff travel for educational 
purposes on a programmed basis with 
the concurrence of the appropriate 
school authorities. 


Air Carrier Regulations do not permit the 
operation of Pro Rata Common Purpose 
Group Charters between points in Canada. 


Advance Booking Charter (ABC) 


A round trip charter originating at one point 
in Canada destined to a point in a foreign 
country and terminating at the originating 
point in Canada. Air Carrier Regulations do 
not permit operation of ABCs between 
points in Canada. 


Charterers of ABCs are usually Tour Opera- 
tors who market the charter seats through 
retail outlets (Travel Agents). As no commis- 
sion is paid by the carrier to the charterer, 
a mark-up is usually added by the charterer to 
his per seat cost in calculating the seat price 
to the consumer. 


Effective October 7, 1976 under Economic 
Regulations of the United States Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, Advance Booking Charters 
may be operated between points in the 
United States and from points in the United 
States to points in foreign countries. 


Inclusive Tour Charter (ITC) 


A charter under which an air carrier contracts 
with one or more Tour Operators to charter 
the entire capacity of an aircraft, for resale 
by the Tour Operator(s) at a per seat inclusive 
tour price. The minimum requirements for 
the itinerary of an Inclusive Tour Charter are 
air transportation, necessary ground trans- 
portation, accommodation and at least one 
meal for each day of the tour, plus an average 
of $1.50 per day for other services and 
facilities such as sightseeing, etc. 


In addition, the following also apply: 


— The inclusive tour price must be at least 
115 per cent of the lowest unit toll fare 
available. 


— The minimum length of stay from the date 
of departure to the date of return, inclusive, 
varies from seven to 14 days depending 
upon the period of the year and the Route 
Group involved. 
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— The air carrier may carry up to three 
groups, and each group may have a different 
itinerary and point of origin and destina- 
tion. 


It is known that the Air Transport Committee 
is prepared to consider applications for relief 
from some of the requirements of the in- 
clusive Tour Charter regulations when unusual 
circumstances support a special case. 


CHAPTER V 
CONSUMER COSTS IN CANADA 


Consumer costs of transportation are con- 
sidered to be a major factor affecting destination 
choice in travel planning. 


This chapter concentrates on consumer costs 
for passenger air transportation within Canada. Un- 
less otherwise indicated, observations and analyses 
are based on unit toll Economy and Excursion 
fares between cities on Transcontinental routes 
and on charter rates derived from the tariffs of 
Transcontinental and Regional air carriers. Unit 
toll consumer cost data are presented in tabular 
form for Ju/y and December, 1976. 


UNIT TOLL CONSUMER COSTS 


Table 1 on page 17 contains data enabling a 
review of the following factors for the afore- 
mentioned two months of 1976: 


— Relationship of consumer cost to distance 
travelled. 


— Comparison, in percentage terms, of Econ- 
omy fare changes 7975 to 1976, within 
Canada with those in other Route Groups. 


— Comparison of the consumer’s cost per 
passenger mile (c/pm) within Canada with 
those in other Route Groups. 


Table 2 on page 18 contains data permitting 
the following additional review: 


— Comparison of consumer costs for the “’70- 
30 Day” Excursion fares within Canada 
with similar types of Excursion fares in 
other Route Groups and Charter Class 
fares Canada-Europe. 


RELATIONSHIP OF CONSUMER COST TO DIS- 
TANCE TRAVELLED 


The levels of fares expressed in costs per 
passenger mile (c/pm) tend to decline with in- 
creasing distance. Therefore, in c/pm terms, at 


least, the economic viability of passenger air travel 
for the consumer generally improves as the dis- 
tance to be travelled increases. 


COMPARISON, IN PERCENTAGE TERMS, OF ECON- 
OMY FARE CHANGES 7975 to 1976 WITHIN CANADA 
WITH THOSE IN OTHER ROUTE GROUPS 


As of July 1976, the increases for Economy 
fares within Canada were in all cases higher than 
those in other Route Groups when compared with 
the same months of 1975 except Canada-U.S.A. 
(Vancouver-Honolulu). As of December 1976 the 
increases within Canada were higher than in all 
other Route Groups. 


COMPARISON OF CONSUMER COSTS’ WITHIN 
CANADA WITH THOSE IN OTHER ROUTE GROUPS 


Notwithstanding the higher percentage in- 
creases that generally prevailed for Economy fares 
Within Canada, the c/pm to the consumer within 
Canada is less than or equal to those in other 
Route Groups between points of similar distance 
during the months of Ju/y and December 1976, 
except: 


— Canada-U.S.A. 
— Within U.S.A.

Table 3 on this page contains data on Econ- 
omy fares between points on non-Transcontinen- 
tal routes of CP Air and of the five Regional Air 
Carriers. 


The variances in the relationship of con- 
sumer cost to distance travelled are due, in the 
main, to higher operating costs for air carriers in 
northern Canada in comparison with those on 
Transcontinental routes.

As stated in the Preface, this publication is 
basically an update of the 1975 report. 


However, in view of the importance attached 
to the “10-30 Day” Charter Class fares introduced 
in 1977 by Air Canada (Charter Class Canada 
fares) and CP Air (Charter Class fares) which are 
valid for travel between points in Canada more 
than 700 miles apart, Table 4 on page 20 con- 
tains data enabling the following review: 


— comparison of consumer costs for the “710- 
30 Day” Charter Class fares within Canada 
to Excursion fares within-U.S.A. (Freedom 
fares) and Canada-Europe (Charter Class

fares Within-U.S.A. and Canada-Europe, 
between points of similar distance. 


— price of the “10-30 Day” Charter Class 
fare varies from approximately 55% to 70% 
of the round trip Economy fare.

CHARTER CONSUMER COSTS 


Each air carrier licensed to operate a Charter 
Commercial Air Service should have a tariff on file 
with the Air Transport Committee detailing the 


rules under which it will perform a charter and the 
rates for such service. 


Although the two Transcontinental and five 


Regional carriers are authorized to operate charters 
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within Canada and between Canada and other 
countries, the tariffs for these carriers vary depend- 
ing upon aircraft types, seating configuration and 
other factors. Therefore, to simplify consumer cost 
comparisons and thereby avoid the complications 
inherent in prices for each of these carriers, ar- 
bitrary charter seat prices were calculated for 
July 1976 to illustrate consumer costs. 


Since Boeing 737 aircraft are available for 
charter operations by five of the seven carriers, 
their charter tariffs for this aircraft type were used 
in calculating average consumer charter costs for a 
series of random distances. These consumer costs 
are considered to be representative of the charter 
seat prices for a majority of the Transcontinental 
and Regional air carriers. 


In calculating these arbitrary charter seat 
prices the following additional assumptions were 
made: 


— points of origin and termination for each 
round trip charter is one of the licensed 
Operational bases of the carrier. 


— passengers’ outbound destination on the 
charter is also the point from which they 
return. 


— passengers’ duration of stay at the out- 
bound destination is at least seven days. 


— additional charges which may be assessed 
by a carrier for special cabin service, fuel 
surcharges, etc., have not been included in 
the calculations. 


— any mark-ups by the charterer have simi- 
larly not been included in the calculations. 


— final consumer cost is based on 85% of 
the aircraft being occupied by revenue 
passengers. This load factor is generally 
used by the industry for calculating the per 
seat price of Inclusive Tour Charters. 


Illustration 1 on page 22 graphically shows 
sample consumer costs of charter air transportation 
and compares the prices of two round trip charter 
types, based on a Single Round Trip charter and 
a series of 10 Back-to-Back Round Trip charters. 


Single Round Trip 


Consists of a sequence of four flights: 


(i) an outbound flight performing the work 
of the charter carrying passengers from 
an authorized base of operations for 
the carrier to the destination. 


(ii) an empty flight to return the aircraft 
from the destination to the same base. 
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(iii) an empty flight from this base to the 
destination. 


(iv) a return flight performing the work of 
the charter from the destination to the 
base. 


Back-to-Back Round Trip 


Consists of 10 individual round trip charters 
operating in the following sequence of 22 
flights: 


(i) an outbound flight performing the work 
of the charter carrying passengers from 
an authorized base of operations for the 
carrier to a destination. 


(ii) an empty flight to return the aircraft 

from the destination to the base. 
(iii) a series of nine round trip flights per- 
forming the work of the charter, each 
carrying one group of passengers to the 
destination and returning with another 
prior group from the destination to the 
base. 


(iv) an empty flight from the base to the 


destination. 


(v) a return flight performing the work of 
the charter carrying the final group of 
passengers from the destination to the 
base. 


A realistic comparison of unit toll with 
charter commercial air service is dependent upon 
the realization that, by definition, they are dif- 
ferent in terms of their rules of carriage, method 
of pricing, and the services they are designed to 
provide. 


Looking solely at the graphical comparison 
of consumer costs in Illustration 1 on page 22, 
based on information for July 7976 previously 
presented, certain conclusions can be drawn con- 
cerning unit toll and charter prices within Canada. 


The two unit toll fare types shown in the 
graph are Economy and Excursion. The Excursion 
fare is the ‘10-30 day’’ which was not available 
between June 1, 1976 and August 31, 1976. 
However, this fare has been included in the IIlustra- 
tion for comparative purposes. 


FINDINGS ON CONSUMER COSTS IN CANADA 


For all distances, Economy unit toll fares 
(Curve A) are the most expensive in terms of con- 
sumer cost. 


The “70-30 day” Excursion fare (Curve C), For all distances, the lowest consumer cost 
when available is less expensive than the seat price year-round is obtained from a round trip charter 
for Single Round Trip charters (Curve B). involved in a series of 10 Back-to-Back Round Trip 

charters (Curve D).

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CHAPTER VI 
CONCLUSIONS 


The following conclusions are related to the 
information and findings in this report. 


CONSUMER COSTS 


UNIT TOLL 


In c/pm terms, at least, the economic viability 
of passenger air travel for the consumer generally 
improves as the distance to be travelled increases. 


The increases for Economy fares, in per- 
centage terms, 7975 to 1976, were usually higher 
within Canada than those in most other Route 
Groups. Even with these increases the consumer’s 
c/pm for Economy fares within Canada were less 
than or equal to those in other Route Groups 
between points of similar distance during the 
months of Ju/y and December 1976 except: 


— Canada-U.S.A. 
— Within U.S.A. 


The c/pm for the “70-30 day” Excursion fare 
in December 1976 on Transcontinental Routes 
Within Canada was equal to or lower than the c/pm 
in other Route Groups except Canada-U.S.A. 
(Vancouver-Honolulu) and Canada-Europe. 


As of March 1, 1977, the c/om for “10-30 
Day” Charter Class fares on Transcontinental 
routes within Canada is less than that for travel on 
Excursion fares within U.S.A. and Canada-Europe. 


PASSENGER CHARTERS IN CANADA 


Advance Booking Charters and Pro Rata Com- 
mon Purpose Group Charters can only be operated 
from a point in Canada to a point in a foreign 
country. 


Entity and Inclusive Tour Charters may be 
Operated within Canada and between Canada and 
other countries. 


UNIT TOLL COMPARED WITH CHARTERS 


For all distances Within Canada, unit toll 
Economy fares are more expensive in terms of 
consumer cost than seat prices on charters. 


The lowest consumer cost for air travel year- 
round within Canada would be attainable by 
utilizing a round trip charter involved in a series 
of Back-to-Back Round Trip passenger air charters. 


CHAPTER VII 


PERSPECTIVE 


This chapter provides a perspective on the 
utilization of air transportation for travel to and 
within Canada. 


HISTORICAL TRENDS IN USE OF VARIOUS 


MODES OF TRANSPORT 


The following data provide information, in 
percentage terms, on modal usage by travellers: 


— Residents of the United States entering 
Canada 


— Residents of foreign countries (other than 
United States) entering Canada 


— Passengers travelling on Inclusive Tour 
Charters (ITCs) from Canada 


— Passengers travelling on Inclusive Tour 
Charters to Canada 


— Passengers travelling on Advance Booking 
Charters (ABCs) from Canada 


— Passengers travelling on Advance Booking 
Charters to Canada

It will be noted that during this period, in 
relation to other modes of transport for travel 
from the United States to Canada, usage of 
the automobile remained fairly constant but 
usage of air transportation rose from three 
percent in 1968 to five percent in 7976 (i.e. 
993,000 arrivals by air in 1969 compared 
with 7,484,100 arrivals by air in 1976, a 
growth of approximately 50%). During this 
same period, the round trip Economy fare 
from the United States to Canada increased 
by 46%. 


The number of arrivals of residents of coun- 
tries other than the United States increased 
by 83% from 1972 to 1976 (i.e., 572,552 
arrivals in 1972 compared with 7,577,330 in 
1976. This increase in foreign arrivals should 
be seen in the light of two factors: (a) an 
increase in Economy and Excursion fares 
from Europe to Canada, and (b) Canada’s 
improved competitive advantage resulting

from the devaluation of the Canadian dol- 
lar vis-à-vis most European currencies and 
Canada's lower inflation rate during this 
period vis-à-vis some major European coun- 
tries. 


The following tables indicate the number of 
ITCs (Table 5) and ABCs (Table 6) operated from 
Canada to foreign countries and from foreign 
countries to Canada. The periods involved are July 
1974 to June 1975, and July 1975 to June 1976. 


As will be noted in Table 5 there were no 
passengers travelling from Europe to Canada on 
Inclusive Tour Charters during the period July 
1974 through June 1976. Some of the principal 
reasons for this situation were: 


a) European residents resisted the high cost 
of the non-transportation portion of ITCs 
(e.g., accommodation, meals etc.) within 
Canada.

b) The majority of European residents tended 
to travel to Canada to visit friends and/or 
relatives. As a result they did not neces- 
sarily require the non-transportation por- 
tion of ITCs for the full period of their stay 
in Canada. Consequently personal/pleasure 
travel Europe-Canada was on ABCs and, if 
desired, a ground package tour could be 
purchased for a portion of their stay in 
Canada. 


c) European Tour Operators found it very 
difficult to arrange a marketable ITC that 
would utilize the number of seats available 
on trans Atlantic aircraft (e.g., the mini- 
mum seating configuration being approxi- 
mately 200 seats). 


Regarding the use of air charters for travel 
within Canada during 1976, there was at least one 
series of 15 Back-to-Back ITCs. These flights were 
operated between Toronto and Calgary. 


DATA CONCERNING ITC AND ABC FLIGHTS 
OUT OF CANADA IN 1976 


In the “International Transport (Air)” section 
of “The Tenth Annual Report of the Canadian 
Transport Commission — 1976” the following 
data and observations are included: 


In international air charter travel, the year 
was marked by a sharp decline in Inclusive 
Tour Charter (ITC) flights out of Canada. 


Approvals were issued covering 8,801 re- 
turn ITC flights involving 1,180,817 aircraft 
seats, compared to 12,530 return flights and 
1,725,967 seats approved during 1975. 


Most of the drop was in ITC flights to the 
Caribbean which went from 6,775 to 3,852. 
This was mainly due to the development of 
Contract Bulk Inclusive Tour (CBIT) fares 
on scheduled airlines. 


ITC flights to other destinations were also 
affected by the CBIT fare competition, 
in varying degrees. Return flights to popu- 
lar sun spots, with the 1975 comparisons 
bracketed, were: Continental United States 
3,409 (3,537), Mexico 774 (969), Hawaii 486 
(841), South America 99 (1) and Spain 1 
(132). This was the first year-to-year decrease 
in ITC flights since regulations allowing this 
type of packaged holiday travel were intro- 
duced 10 years ago. But the number of return 
flights approved during 1976 still was 27 per 
cent higher than in 1974. 
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Advance Booking Charters (ABCs) of Cana- 
dian origin continued to increase, with 2,207 
return flights compared to 1,645 the previous 
year. The number of seats offered rose to 
552,231 from 402,003. ABC flights into 
Canada from foreign points of origin jumped 
to 1,023 from 867. 


The breakdown for ABCs of Canadian origin 
was 2,000 trans Atlantic,89 to continental 
U.S. points, 78 Hawaii, 35 Caribbean and 5 
trans Pacific.
